O.S.R. 397-B.—In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (2) of paragraph 
11 of the Government of India (Audit and Accounts) Order, 1936, as adapted by the 
India (Provisional Constitution) Order, 1947, read with article 149 of the Constitu¬ 
tion, the President, after consultation with the Comptroller and Auditor-General of 
India, hereby makes the following rules, namely;— 

1. Short title and commencement.— (1) These rules may oe called the Depart¬ 
mentalisation of Accounts (Food, Agriculture, Rehabilitation, Works, Housing and 
Urban Development and Supply) Rules, 1971. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the date of their publication In the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires, "Chief 
Accounting Authority" means the Secretary to the Government of India in the 
Department or Ministry concerned.

3. Departmentalisation of accounts,—Consequent on the scheme of separation 
of Accounts from Audit introduced on and from the 1st April, 1955. in pursuance 
of the letter of the Government of India in the Ministry of Finance, Department of 
Revenue and Expenditure No. 329-SF/55 dated the lfith February, 1955, as modified 
from time to time, In respect of the Departments of Food, Rehabilitation and Supply, 
the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India shall, on and from the commencement 
of these rules, be relieved of the responsibility for the keeping of the accounts of the 
Departments or Ministries to the extent Indicated in the Annexure to these rules 
and the Chief Accounting Authority shall take over the responsibility aforesaid: 

Provided that the accounts of the Department or Ministry concerned including 
Ihe initial and subsidiary accounts shall be prepared in such form as 
may be prescribed by the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India 
with the approval of the President: 

Provided further that subsidiary instructions relating to compilation of the 
accounts of the Department or Ministry concerned and other matters 
ancillary thereto shall be Issued by the Chief Accounting Authority In 
consultation with the Comptroller and Auditor General of India. 

4. Responsibility of the Chief Accounting Authority,—The Chief Accounting 
Authority shall he responsible for— 

(a) payments after pre-check and accounting of transactions relating to the 

Department or Ministry concerned under his charge and for the 
maintenance of such accounts, records, or registers as may be necessary 
in connection therewith as prescribed in the Pay and Accounts Office 
Manual; 

(b) preparation of monthly consolidated accounts of the Department or 

Ministry concerned, the responsibility for the keeping of the accounts 
of which have been taken over by the Chief Accounting Authority and 
the submission thereof to the Accountant General, Central Revenues, 
in such form and on such dates as may be determined in consultation 
with the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India for incorporation In 
the accounts of the Union; 

(c) maintenance of Provident Fund Accounts, accounts of loans and advances, 

detailed books and disbursing accounts as well as the work relating to 
review of balances, verification of pensions and settlement of claims of 
the Department or Ministry concerned in relation to other Departments, 
Ministries or Governments; 

(d) preparation of annual Appropriation Accounts of the Department or 

Ministry concerned, the responsibility for the keeping of the accounts 
of which have been, under these rules, taken over by him and for the 
submission of such Appropriation Accounts to the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General of India through the Accountant General, Commerce. 
Works and Miscellaneous or through the Director of Audit, Indian" 
Accounts.
